try. 
Already, 
though

twenty-four 
months have elapsed since Mr. Wil­ 
son assumed his high office 
and put 
into effect the program of endeavor 
to which he had dedicated himself 
when called to

service, has 
more constructive legislation of vita! 
importance been written into the or­ 
ganic law of the nation than in any

the finest location of the old world, 
midway between Europe 
and Asia.

Great Britain, which has fought bit­ 
ter wars to keep her from getting it! 
Ifs an odd turn of history. 
The remaining

1st sometimes asserted 
that lie has 
been decidedly Russopliile. 
“The attitude of Rumania, so far 
as I know, is one 
of self-interest.” 
^aid ‘Mr. Mille to an Associated Press 
correspondent. “We wish to accom­ 
plish what other races have already 
Ione—what Germany did in 1870-71— 
bring the various Rumanian elements 
Hider a common government, and we 
consider that incorporating the Ru­ 
manians in Transylvania first would 
be a logical act. 
“This is not a question of deliver j 
ing those 
Rumanians 
from oppres­ 
sion, because materially the Ruman­ 
ians in Hungary are better off than 
the enslaved Rumanian peasant; and 
indeed I may say from Transylvania 
bas come what little intellectual life 
aas been fostered 
in the Rumanian 
masses. Therefore to incorporate the 
four million Rumanians in Hungary 
bito political Rumania would Le bene­ 
ficial to the main aggregate. 
“We are not greatly interested in 
lie Rumanians 
in 
Bessarabia, be­ 
muse already they have been large- 
y Russianized. 
The Rumanians in 
Serbia and elsewhere are too negligi- 
)le a quantity to he considered at the 
^resent, though, naturally, we would 
'ike to have them form part of the 
nation we have made our objective.” 
Speaking of Rumania’s relation to 
Malice and Germany, Mr. Mille said: 
“To France we are bound by ties 
:>f racial origin and intellectual life. 
Many of us 
have 
been 
educated 
here and feel that we have a sort of 
nersonal interest in the fate of the 
republic. At the same time we have 
n the past been the friends of Ger­ 
many, are that even today, to the ex­ 
tent in which the relations of that 
country with Austria-Htmgary 
per­ 
mit this. I may say that we have no 
ill feeling toward 
Germany 
at all. 
Russia we 
have 
sincerely disliked 
luring the last thirty years, or rath­ 
er since 1878, when it took consid- 
°rable territory from us. 
In Serbia 
\ye are not greatly interested and our 
feeling 
toward 
Austria-Hungary 
is 
the result entirely of our conviction 
that the Rumanians in Hungary ought 
to form a part of Greater Rumania.” 
Mr. Mille thought that it would he 
possible to arrive at an understand­ 
ing with Bulgaria, admitting 
at the 
same time that Rumania 
could not 
well afford to engage in military op­ 
erations against Austria-Hungary and 
Germany as long as the attitude of 
Bulgaria was doubtful. 
He thought, 
however, that a reapreachment could 
be engineered on the basis that Ru­ 
mania was to return to Bulgaria part, 
if not all, of the Dobrodja district re­ 
cently annexed. 
That Rumania would eventually go 
to war was by no means patent to 
Mr. Mille. 
“That will depend upon 
circumstances,” he said. 
“It is true 
that we have called our troops to the 
colors, but that has been done all 
over Europe. At present the situation 
is calm.”
